H arding has In mind, it was under­ 
stood today. 
His plan Is an association of n a ­ 
tions Including two basic feature*: 
1—An international court strictly 
judicial in nature to adm inister a re ­ 
vised code of International law. 


2—Frequent meetings of the associ­ 
ation for consideration 
of 
Interna­ 
tional problems and without the Ju r­ 
isdiction of the court, delegates not 
being hound In advance. 
H arding’s first step In the organiz­ 
ation of the national problem will he* 
a conference for remodification of in ­ 
ternational law. 
The keystone of his plan Is the In­ 
ternational court with this conference 
feature organized on a loose basis aft 
er the fashion of an International fo r­ 
um suggested by H iram Johnson re ­ 
cently. 
The plan follows In a general way 
the campaign 
suggestion 
made 
by 
Senator Harding in his speech of ac­ 
ceptance and the league of nations 
speech Aug. 28. 
It virtually ignores 
the Versailles treaty and the league 
of nations. 
It Is likely that following the adop­ 
tion of the peace resolution, informal 
negotiations will have to he entered 
into between Germany and the allied 
powers over claim s presented by the 
United States to Germany for sunken 
ships, confiscation of American p ro p ­ 
erty in enemy countries, and other 
grievances. 
The negotiations looking to a new 
association of nations 
will 
proceed 
through 
diplomatic 
channels 
and 
should be under way between three 
or four months after Harding's inaug­ 
uration, his advisors here predicted.

Constantine’s face beamed over the 
greeting and he controlled his em o­ 
tion with great difficulty. 
British, French and Italian m inis­ 
ters remained today, hut will not a t­ 
tempt relations with the new ruler. 
It was understood 
Italy 
had 
over­ 
ruled France's desire to withdraw the 
representatives. 
British, French and Amel h u n w ar­ 
ships left Greek w aters before Con­ 
stantine arrived to avoid ail com pli­ 
cations. 
King Consigne, in a message to the 
Oreek people, declared Vie would de­ 
vote every effort to strengthen his 
country’s relations with the allies. 
In his message the king said he was 
grateful for the unlonmotis call to 
return after three painful Interm in­ 
able years abroad.

"The war finance corporation should 
be revived to assist It. 
‘T h e German Indemnity should be 
settled as quickly as possible so cen­ 
tral European m arkets may be opened 
to farm ers, m anufacturers and tra d ­ 
ers. 
"T rade relations with Russia should 
be resumed. 
If possible a large part 
of the floating debt of the treasury 
should be refunded. 
‘T a x e s ought to be reduced and re­ 
adjusted at this session of congress." 
McAdoo said if these steps were 
taken he believed the present stress­ 
ing situstion would be greatly re­ 
lieved.
